$18.6 million Chaffey 
College budget OK'd

Chaffey College’s final. 1981-82 
budget of $18.6 million was approved 
on a 3-1 vote by trustees at a special 
meeting Thursday. 

For more than two hours trustees 
talked about the budget and directed 
the staff to make cuts in spending of 
another $601,687 in order to provide 
a larger contingency reserve fund. 
—Frustees found out Thursday from 
business manager Donald Sorsalial 
that further adjustments to tae 
budget had reduced the project 2d 
contigency reserve from $335,000 tc 
an estimated $66,822. 

Even with the additional $601,687, 
the district would still fall about 
$230,000 short of the $900,000 the 
trustees had hoped to have for con- 
tingencies. 

But, Sorsabal said this morning a 
reserve of $668,000 will give the 
college enough money to maintain 
the cash flow without having to 
borrow money. Having an adequate 
cash flow was one of Sorsabal’s con- 


cerns in developing the budget. 

The additional money for the con- 
tingency reserve would come from 
50 percent reductions in block 
grants for capital outlay, supplies 
and operating expenses. 

“We will actively reduce expen- 
diture levels in the course of normal 
operations,’ Sorsabal said. 

“My major concern now is the low 
tentative reserve level ...(is) not 
sufficient,’ trustee Robert Edmon- 
son said today. ‘‘To counter that, the 
board is requiring that the ad- 
ministration continue — primarily 
in the institutional and block grant 
areas — to restrict expenditures and 
fird $600,000. 

“You're cutting awfully deep 
when you cut 50 percent of your 
block grants.” »Edmonson said his 
concern was over how such cuts 
would affect people. 


Ways to cut the $601,687 are ex- 
pected to. come from various groups 
of the campus body in the next 9 
days.

The lake contains about 130,000 
acre-feet of water, or more than 42 
billion gallons. 

Ontario receives anywhere from 
zero to 25 percent of its water from 
Lake Mathews, according to Glean 
Cadzow, a water analyst. However, 
the city has a water filtration plant 
that “eliminates a good share of 
these problems,’’ he said. 

Metropolitan water is filtered and 
chlorinated before being mixed with 
well water in Ontario. Like other 
cities, Ontario uses the Metro water 
only as a supplement. 

Bob Thompson, general manager 
of the Monte Vista Water District, 
said a maximum of 2 percent of the 
water that now serves Montclair 
comes from Lake Mathews.

The district, which serves the 
Rancho Cucamonga area, receives 
MWD water from the state water 
project in Northern California. 


But in Chino, residents have been 
notified that a portion of their water 
is coming from Lake Matthews, 
according to civil engineer Ahmad 
Mohseni. 


The city purchases an 
uninterruptible supply of water 
from MWD during the hot summer 
months and discontinues the 











August 13, 1981 
purchases during fall, winter and | 
spring. ! 

Most of the city’s water is drawn 
from local underground wells and is 
not affected by the algae problem. 
Mohseni said. 


While the quality of the Lake 
Matthews water is not as good as 
the well water, the water is safe for 
consumption, he said. 


“They do tests and it passes the 
tests,” he said. ‘‘We really haven’t 
got any complication.” 


McGuire advised water users not 
to boil water since that only 
concentrates the organic matter 


MWD spokesman Howard 
Williams suggested anyone noticing 
a slightly musty taste and earthy 
odor can help mitigate the problem 
by cooling the water in the 
refrigerator.

Pat her 
gently all over or tap her 
with your fingertips. 

Sometimes rub her gently 
with something soft and 
velvety. 

After bath, don’t just pat 
her dry. Rub her arms, 
legs, stomach and back with 
a soft towel. Kiss her head, 
hands, feet.

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Four plans for handling OIA traffic pondered

West End officials are pondering over a stack of reports in hopes of 
deciding on the best way to cope with traffic Ontario International Airport 
is expected to generate by 1995. 

Members of the airport’s Ground Access Committee were to have en- 
dorsed one of four proposed methods of coping with traffic last week but 
opted instead to review the studies more and make their decision Aug. 21, 
according to Larry Foutz, project manager. 

“The department (Los Angeles Department of Airports, operators of 
OIA) and the city (of Ontario) both asked for a delay to the next steering 
committee meeting before they decide on an alternative,’’ he said. 


The four basic options presented are an “airport focus’’ system which ad- 
dresses only direct access to OIA, a ‘“‘Haven emphasis” version of that 
proposal which also beefs up some surrounding area streets, a ‘‘roadway 
plus interchange’’ proposal which includes alterations to freeway offramps 
in the vicinity and a ‘‘transit” proposal which would accommodate in- 
creased use of mass transit. 


According to Foutz, the project’s technical committee is backing the 
“roadway plus interchange” proposal, calling it ‘the maximum necessary 
improvement to the local Ontario access system.” 


The project would widen portions of Haven, Jurupa, Archibald and Grove 
avenues, along with portions of Airport Drive. It would provide wider over- 
passes over Interstate 10, install several new synchronized signals to speed 
traffic and would install some new freeway off- and on-ramps, according to 
studies. 


One of those new interchanges would be at Haven Avenue and state Route 
60, The Interstate 10 ramps at Archibald and Holt Boulevard would need 
reconstruction. Some of the streets to be widened would end up six lanes 
across. 

The improvements would coraplete Ontario’s planned roadway system for 


the east portion of the city, but the new freeway ramps at Archibald and 
development of Haven Avenue would also benefit Rancho Cucamonga, ac- 
cording to the text. 

Traffic flow should be good on all arterials and even 1995 peak traffic 
jams should be able to keep moving at a minimum speed of 17 miles per 
hour, it said. 

But the system won’t be cheap. Estimated construction costs top $36.5 
million. In addition, if local mass transit systems are to take advantage of 
it, they will have to invest «out $1.76 million in new equipment and expect 
an annual $2.47 million operating cost to serve the airport area. 


The airport focus alternative is the least expensive of the proposals with 
estimated construction costs of about $25.3 million. 


However, the studies are quick to point out the lower cost is because it ad- 
dresses only direct access for airport traffic. It does nothing to improve 
roadways for motorists as they approach the airport area. 


It would widen portions of Haven, Archibald, Grove and Jurupa avenues 
and portions of Airport Drive; but only portions very near the airport site. 
Some signals would be added and one Archibald Avenue overpass across 
Interstate 10 would be widened. 


The study states traffic conditions would be fair but there could be very 
low speeds and congestion around key intersections. 


The ‘‘Haven emphasis’’ plan includes all that but also proposes to relieve 
congestion on Axchibald and Milliken avenues by making Haven Avenue a 
six-lane arterial. It would provide good traffic circulation around the air- 
port but wouldn’t do anything to relieve congestion at freeway on and off 
ramps. 


Extra expansion of Haven carries an extra price tag, with total construc- 
tion cost estimated at $36.7 million. That’s over $11 million more than the 
cost of the ‘airport focus’’ plan alone.

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isn’t quite as extensive. That’s because it is designed to cut down on pro- 
jected traffic by taking extra steps to accommodate and encourage mass 
transit systems. 
“A transit system would be designed to carry 20 percent of all person trips 
on either public or private transit,” the report stated. ‘‘The base system... 
would consist of express transit service between ONT (OIA) and Riverside, 
Anaheim, San Bernardino and El Monte operated on 20-minute headways.”’ 


It said regular local transit systems should be rerouted to serve the air- 
port and hourly express service should link it with downtown Los Angeles. 


It would require expansion of Archibald, Haven, Grove and Jurupa 
avenues, and widening of Airport Drive, re-design of some freeway in- 
terchanges and construction of new ones. 


It would require 27 buses with luggage compartments, new park-and-ride 
lots, lighted bus shelters and. transit information centers at the airport and 
special bus bays at the terminal. 

The study suggests construction of two parking lots on the outskirts of the 
airport to keep cars out of the most congested areas and suggests providing 
shuttle service between the lots and terminal. 


It also says that the state should build a rail station on Haven Avenue. 
Although planned commuter trains won’t help incoming and outgoing air 
passengers much, they could be convenient for OIA employees, the study 
said. 


It said the cities of Rancho Cucamonga and Ontario should establish 
regulations requiring businesses in the airport area to encourage employees 
to car pool. The report said the state should also encourage car pooling by 
designating special car-pool freeway lanes in the area. 


Construction costs for road alterations under the transit plan would top 
$29.8 million and construction costs for the mass transit projects would total 
another $17.6 million, according to the study. Annual operating cost of the 
transit system was estimated at about $6.28 million.

Johnson, who will soon 
celebrate his 82nd birthday, 
will -politely but firmly 
disagree with both ideas. 

He doesn’t believe people 
need to. degenerate and die 
at the relatively early ages 
of 60 or 70.. He considers 
himself proof of that view. 

And while he makes no 
claim to immortality, he 
hopes to prove himself to be 
a bit less mortal than most 
by living weli past the 100- 
year mark. ; 

And given his health 
status, as analyzed by 
exercise physiologists at 
San Diego State University, 
he may well be on the way 


to realizing that hope. 

Johnson is considered 
something of a medical 
oddity and a researcher’s 
delight since there are few 
statistics available on the 
effects of exercise training 
on persons his age. 

Most studies top out with 
Subjects at about the age of 
69, although a few subjects 
have been observed into 
their early 70s. 

But then not too many 
penple past the age of 70 are 
involved in daily jogging, 
regiments. And even fewer 
run marathons, box 
competitively, and iove to 
go out dancing with ladies 
about half their ages, all of 
which Johnson does. 

What makes him even 
more of an oddity is that 
Johnson led the sedentary 
life and was going downhill 
physically until the age of 70 
when he took a good look at 
himself and others of his 





age and decided he didn’t 
want to settle down on a 
park bench or in a 
wheelchair and waste 
away. 

Johnson decided to get on 
the move. He took up 
jogging, quit smoking and 
changed his diet to 90 
percent vegetarian. 

By 1971 he had shed about 
40 excess pounds and had 
become a rather 
extraordinary physical 
specimen for a man his age. 

In the fall of that year, 
physiologists at the 
University of California - 
Davis tested his physical 
capacity and proclaimed 
him a superman. 

And there’s been little 
decline in his conditions 
since. 

‘‘We can’t say he’s 
reversing the aging 
process, but he’s sure 


holding his own against it,” 


said physical education 


professor and exercise 
physiologist bill phillips 
after Johnson’s trenuous 
treadmill test. 

Phillips and fellow 
professor and physiologist 
Tony Sucec likened 
Johnson’s performance 
capacity on the treadmill to 
that of an average man 
between the ages of 30 and 
39. 

The assessment is based 
on measufements of his 
maximum heart rate 
achieved during the 
treadmill run, which 
reached 162 beats per 
minute, and on 
measurements of his 
anaerobic threshold, the 
point at which fatigue sets 

in due to the body reaching 
its maximum capacity to 
function with the oxygen 
consumed. 

This threshold was equal 
to a man roughly half his 
age.

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British pastor observes 


‘affluent’

‘California is a consuming society 
,. like going to the Hollywood Bowl 
to hear a concert and taking popcorn 

. everyone is always consuming 
something,’’ the Rev. Roger Nunn of 
Bath, England, said in a recent in- 
terview. 

“No wonder everyone is jogging,”’ 
the clergyman added. 

Nunn, pastor of the Manvers 
Street Baptist Church of Bath, and 
the Rev. David F. Lehmberg, senior 
minister of the Claremont 
Methodist Church, have exchanged 
pulpits, homes and cars for the 
summer. 

‘Where do you start?” he asked 
when queried about his impression 
of California on his first visit to the 
West Coast. 

‘It’s very different (from 
England) ... you have this reliable 
sunshine and heat. Of course 
Californians know how to live with 
it.’ he said. “I find it is enjoyable 
for two or three months but I’m not 
sure I’d want to live here.”’ 

The tall clergyman, garbed in ten- 
nis shorts and shirt and wearing a 
definite California tan, said he has 
found an obsessive, affluent society 
in California. ‘‘The more earned the 
more for families to spend,’ he 
said. ‘‘It’s a lifestyle geared to en- 
joyment.”’ 

Nunn was not downgrading life in 
California. He was speaking about 
the contrast with his country where 
it is rare to eat out, families live on 
‘‘a lot less money than here,” and 
people eat much less food. 

‘Everyone (here) has the desire 
»to have more ... and with energy, 
you can make a lot of money,” he 
said in his rapid delivery and char- 
ting British accent. 

In Britian there is more accep- 
tance to one’s role in life, he said. 
‘Life here is dominated by cars ... 
you travel to the beach, everywhere 

. (Californians) just get into cars 
and drive. It’s due to the lack of a 
good rail system ... Los Angeles peo- 
ple would benefit by a good rail 
system by using public money then 
paying it off.”’ 

This subject lead to his view of the 
Smog situation. 

“Smog is talked about all the 
time,’’ Nunn said. His viewpoint is if 
the subject of smog was lessened in 
newspapers, radio and television, 
people wouldn’t think so much about 
it. 

“‘T haven’t experienced an effects 
at all except you can’t see the moun- 
tains ... ‘‘ he said. Nunn did admit he 
has been aware of smog during a 
fast game of tennis. 

‘In London in the 1950s,’’ he said, 
‘“‘we had it so bad you couldn’t see 10 
feet ahead, but we wiped out our 
smoke problem.’’ This was ac- 
complished by banning the use of 
soft coal, particularly in home 
stoves and fireplaces. 

He intimated the California smog 
problem won’t be cured until the 
citizens rid themselves of the addic- 
tion to the car and freedom. ‘‘To 
Americans, freedom is to get into a 
car,”’ he said. 

Nunn’s wife, Merril, and children, 
Tracy, 15, Timothy, 14, and 
Samantha, 9, joined him two weeks 
ago. ‘‘They are having a marvelous 
time,”’ he said. ‘‘They spent 14 hours 
at Disneyland yesterday ... they’ve 

been to the beach, swimming pools 
and Knotts.” 

Nunn, alone, has enjoyed walking 
in the hills to Mt. Baldy and explor- 

ing downtown Los Angeles. ‘‘I’m in-

terested in cities in social and 
cultural aspects ... I wanted to see if 
they are solving the riot problems 
which Los Angeles experienced in 
the 1960s.’’ 

Nunn described his city of Bath as 
“small by Los Angeles standards.’’ 
The city is ‘‘neat,” compact and 
historic, ‘It’s a pleasing city to live 
in as it has a strong culture and 
history. The beautiful buildings are 
Georgian built in the 18th century,”’ 
Nunn said. 

In comparing his Baptist Church 
in Bath and the Claremont 
Methodist, he said, ‘‘I like the social 
and political commitments of this 
parish, the Third World, govern- 
ment policies.’’ Nunn. said he lived 
in Lehmberg’s home with them 
before they departed for England. 
“In the four weeks, and long talks 
we were seeing things quite the 
same.”’ 

Nunn contends American 
churehes are going to face a critical 
point and must take a ‘‘stance on the 
issues of war, peace, politics of 
other countries and this country.”’ 

The British clergyman thinks the 
style and motivation of his host — 
church is ‘‘what we need in England 
... the return to the community and 
personal needs.”’ 

“I am not going home and make 
pronouncements on our church life, 
but I am struck (here) by how much 
stronger institutionally the church is 
over (churches in) Britain ... it is 
more organized, the office has a 
full-time secretary,’’ Nunn said. ‘‘In 
my church I have a, secretary two 
mornings a week. In. this church 
there is motivation, a sense of 
professionalism. The church is run 
in a more professional way. There is 
a professional standing in education 








and administration.” 

Britain, he contends, is a ‘‘society 
of amateurs.”’ Professionals are not 
employed in Christian education as 
the jobs are left to volunteers. 

The Rev. Roger Nunn’s initial pur- 
pose in coming to the United States 
was to attend a theological school, 
British ministers are encouraged to 


take a sabbatical every seven years. . 


His last such experience was to at- 


tend the. Vanderbilt School of 


Theology in Nashville, Tenn., in 
1965. He learned about the School of 
Theology in Claremont and found 
there he could delve deeper into 
what he calls ‘‘process theology.”’ 
Nunn said it was difficult to readi- 
ly explain ‘‘process theology,”’ but 
“in essence it is a way of thinking 
where the layman tends to see 
everything in process rather than 


‘ static ... it is very liberal and very 


positive and not a ‘death of God’ 
theology.” 

Basically, Nunn sees the church 
(as a whole) as showing signs of life 
and hope. ‘‘We’ve moved out of the 
1950s and 1960s’ disillusionment and 
failure to relate faith to the world, 
and people are turning back to a new 
hopefulness in the church.”

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Perception therapy perceived with

SAN DIEGO — For the 

first time in her life, Kay 
Ward says, she has learned 
what it really means to see 
in three dimensions. 

“I had always thought I 
was seeing in three 
dimensions,”’ she says. ‘I 
saw things as being round 
and as being separated 
from each other. But when 
we went out into the 
country that day, I saw 
spaces I had never really 
seen before. I was saying 
things to my husband like, 
‘My God, the hills are so 
contoury,’ ”’ 

The 41-year-old woman 
has experienced some other 
changes in her life recently. 
She said she no longer 
blanches when she climbs a 
ladder for fear of missing a 
rung, nor, when she and her 
husband, Charles, come in 
from sailing does she have a 
terrible feeling she will 
miss the dock and step into 
the water. And best of all, 
she said, she is now a faster 
reader, which will help 
when she begins taking 
college courses in the fall. 

Susan Hansen, 29, is a 
researcher at the San Diego 
Zoo, studying the 
evolutionary aspects of 
chromosomes and dealing 
with the complexities of 
DNA and RNA. In the fall 
she will begin graduate 
school, studying gene 
regulation and expression 
at the University of North 
Corolina. 

Her decision to go to 
graduate school is a recent 
one. When she graduated 
from the University of 
California at San Diego, she 
resolved never to put 
herself through the torture 
of study again. 

“1 died there,’”’ she says. 
“T hated every minute of it. 
It was four years of grit — 
me against the school, 
telling myself, ‘I’m not 
going to let them flunk me 
out.’ ”’ 

As recently as two years 
ago, neither Ward nor 
Hansen would have thought 
she had any kind of vision 
problem, although both 
were aware they were slow 
readers. 

They say the changes in 
their lives came about 
through visual development 
therapy, a. controversial 
technique used “by some 
optometrists to overcome 
perceptual problems. 

Both women were 
patients of suburban Lemon 
Grove optometrist Robert 
B. Sanet, who specializes in 
such therapy. Visual 
development therapy has 
been under fire from 
ophthalmologists who point 
out that there is no 
scientific evidence to 
support that visual 
development therapy alone 
can improve the academic 
achievement of the learning 
disabled. 

Most of Sanet’s patients 
range in age from about 6 
through the teens, but 
include a few adults. Many 
have ‘been sent to him 
because of poor academic 
performance. 

Sanet says his success 
with adults and adolescents 
-belies the insistence by 
many in the eye-care 
professions that not much 
can be done with 

developmental vision 
problems after the age of 7. 

He cites the case of 
youngsters such as Loren 
Lansky, whose parents ad 


been told nothing could be 


done about his eye that had 
turned in since birth. 
Although Loren had been 
diagnosed as early as age 3 
months, and had done 
exercises as a small child, 
he had very little peripheral 
vision and, with the one eye 
not functioning properly, 
had poor depth perception. 
His mother, Rita Lansky, 
said doctors told her that 
corrective surgery could be 
of cosmetic help, but 
nothing more could be done 
about the functioning of that 
eye. Since the crossed eye 
was not extreme, and 
apparent only when he was 
tired, the family decided 
against surgery.

Q. At what stage should I harvest my cantaloupes and 


honeydews? 


A. Harvest cantaloupes when a slight crack encircles 
the stem where it is attached to the fruit. When lifted by 
its stem, a ripe cantaloupe will easily separate and a 
smooth cavity will remain at the stem end. A ripe 
cantaloupe also has a well-raised grey skin netting. 
Aroma should be evident if the fruit is ripe. Honeydews 
should be harvested when a white ground spot (where 
they rest on the ground) develops. The melon will be 


yellowish and slightly soft. 


Q. We have had some problems with disease on our 


vegetabie piants this year. 


If we compost these plants, 


will the disease be killed by the heat generated in our 


compost pile? 


A. It is best not to use diseased plants from the flower 
or vegetable garden. Although some disease may be 


killed by heating during 


formation, unless the 


compost is turned frequently and thoroughly and allowed 
to remain unused for several years, some of these 


disease organisms may be 
the compost.

Bob Caldwell and hundreds of other campers were fin- 
ishing their lunches. The sound of trays clattering against 
the tables filled the air. 

It was another beautiful day at Pine Springs Ranch 
where the towering peaks of the San Jacinto Mountains 
look down upon green meadows and a pine forest. 

But like most of those in the dining hall, Caldwell will 
never see the mountains. He and other blind campers 
were finding pleasure in the scents and sounds of the out- 
doors and in the companionship they had found. 

Recently Pine Springs Ranch opened its annual camp 
for the blind and those attending had the time of their liv-

‘Most people are here not because it’s free,’’ Caldwell 

said, ‘‘they’re here because they’re having a ball.”’ 
Located 20 miles east of Hemet, the camp is owned by 

the Seventh-day Adventist Church. Once a year, howev- 


er, the Christian Braille Foundation’s National Camps ic 
for Blind Children sponsors a week’s worth of activity for a 
those who cannot see.

Because they received the opportunity to partake in ac- 
tivities taken for granted by the non-handicapped camp- 
ers, there was a feeling of enthusiasm among the 
campers at Pine Springs last week. 
“It’s great,’ said Robin Graff of San Diego as she 
stood on the archery range. ‘‘There’s lots of activities 
and it’s not regimented like some camps.” 
Recreation is the most important aspect of the camp, 
Nutter said. Pine Springs offers the blind opportunities 
they might not.receive at home. Many of the campers, he 
added, live in care homes and rarely experience the feel 
of the outdoors. 
To get the feel of Pine Springs, a sighted person had j 
only to sit and observe. Guitars played soft music and 


groups of blind campers chatted as they roamed the 
grounds in small groups. Here they were able to gather 
with others who could share some of the same experi- 
ences. 
“Some think thoughts that are not really happy 





thoughts,”’ Caldwell said. ‘‘These are the thoughts they 
live with. Here they talk and they have fun and they’re 
happy.” 

In the morning campers attended breakfast in the 
large dining hall. Later they attended inspirational ser- 
vices where plenty of singing was called for.
